The "In-and-About-tbe-Statc " editor 
of the Courier-Journal says : • Kit limond 
is preparing to establish a free public 
library, and at Maysville a mo lest fund, 
left some time ago for that ))urpose, is 
about to be |)ut to similar use. The at- 
tempt of these cities in this direction 
onght to succeed. Kentucky is deficient 
in nothing so mucli as in free public libra- 
ries. In fact outside of Louisville and 
I^xington there are practically none in 
the State. There are libraries in some of 
8ehoi)Is and colleges, but they are not 
of the kind, nor are they managed so 
as to supply the need of free imblie libra- 
ries. There are also many valuable pri- 
vate libraries in Kentucky liomes — 
greater in number and in value than is 
generally supposed— but these of course 
also fail to meet the necessity to which a 
tt9t public library would contribute. 
Kentucky's backwardness in this respect 
is little to itscn^dit, andgivessome point 
to the thrusts tliat are frequently made 
at our educational facilities by commnni- 
ties that have been <|uicker to recognize 
and meet this want of the people. 

" The manner in which the Polytechnic 
Society's library in LouisviII(< is made use 
of by people of every class shows that 
Kentucky people easily acquire the read- 
ing habit when they have the ojiportii- 
nity. We have waited for the demand to 
manifest itself before attemjiting to suji- 
ply free libraries, instead of supplying 
the libraries to foster and create the de- 
inaml. The peojile have become accus- 
tomed to doing without such opportuni- 
ties, are not conscious of needing them, 
and of course do not demand them. 

"It is a curious fact that as Kentucky's 
live-stock interests have grown, its neg- 
lect of ediii ;iti,,iial matters lias become 
more pronounced. Transylvania Uni- 
versity was one of the first institutions 
of learning established west of the 
•Allegheniex. It was the pioneer in learn- 
ing in the ureat West. For years its fac- 
ulty numbered the most brilliant men of 
the day, students flocked to its lecture 
rooms from every direction, and it was 
famous not only throughout the United 
States, but in Europe as well. Its library 
was thought a large one- for that early 
period, and it perhaps never occurred to 
the Kentnckians of that day that the 
^^tate would so soon and comjiletely lose 
the leadership it had assumed in the 
West in learning and in letters. 

"Rut sectarian ijuarreis killed Tran- 
sylvania, its library never grew any lar- 
ger, and the seed planted has thrived 
but poorly. There may be something 
in the rellrctiou of the wi.se man who in- 
quires, in Holy Writ, 'What can a man 
know, whose task is of bullocks?' Some- 
how, fat cattle and fast horses don't go 
along with attainments in letters or with 
interest in schools and libraries. 

"But Kentnckians don't nil raise bull- 
ocks or horses, and in I ln-^ ii iwn- there is 
u growing clous of people wJm want some 
other literature besides stock catalogues 
and some other history besides pedigree 
lists, and Kichmoiid and Maysville are 
s(>tting an example in recognizing the 
wants of tliis class. There are libraries 
in abundance in Kentucky, but there is 
almost no provision for public libraries 
for the free use of iieojjle of every class.
